RABBIS ON’ THE RED FRONT 


A RABBI FOUND TO BE TOP OFFICIAL 
OF JEWISH COMMISSION OF 
COMMUNIST PARTY 


Rabbi Moses Miller is listed in the Testi- 
mony of Walter S. Steele Regarding Com- 
munist Activities in the United States on 
July 21, 1947, before the Un-American Activ- 
ities Committee as the Secretary of the 
National Jewish Commission of the Com- 
munist Party. Below him in rank is listed 
Alexander Bittelman, one of the 21: Commu- 
nist leaders indicted.in June, 1951. 

Rabbi Moses Miller was President of the 
Communist Jewish People’s Committee for 
United Action Against Fascism and Anti- 
Semitism, a member of the editorial board 
of the publication Jewish Life until at least 
1952. Jewish Life was listed as the publica- 
tion of the New York State Jewish Buro of 
the Communist Party. Rabbi Moses Miller 
was a speaker at the 25th Anniversary cele- 
bration of the official Communist Party 
publication in Yiddish, the Morning Freiheit. 
He was an instructor at the Communist 
School of Jewish Studies. His voluminous 
record may be examined in detail in the 
accompanying list of Rabbis and their cita- 
tions. 

Rabbi Stephen S. Wise, President of the 
American Jewish Congress, until he died, 
was identified in sworn testimony as one of 
the “ministers who carried out the instruc- 
tions of the Communist Party,” as ‘was 
Rabbi Judah L. Magnes, also dead, who 
helped disseminate funds to the Communist 
Party’s projects while he was a Director of 
the Garland Fund. 

Rabbi Herman Pollack of Bloomington, 
N. J., is listed as having “formally resigned 
from the Communist Party”. His sincerity 
was somewhat in question though, since he 
was slated to have afterwards “accepted a 
teaching post in a Communist School.” 

These identifications, made in the face of 
overwhelming opposition from every Jewish 
organization and spokesman of every con- 
ceivable Branch of Jewry, are merely a drop 
in the bucket, as may be seen from an ex- 
amination of the records of the 213 Rabbis 
as listed herein along with the 167 MAJOR 
organizational listings of citations, and the 
175 additional citations under those major 
headings. 

Literally dozens of Socialist, Pacifist, 
Anarchist, and Radical citations have been 
excluded from this record. The list has been 
rigorously checked for accuracy and is iden- 
tical with the type of list which would be 
issued by any government agency or anti- 
communist organization which bases its 
findings on national, state, and municipal 
investigations along with data from the pub- 
lications of the cited organizations and from 
records available to the public. 

We must emphasize that this list is PAR- 
TIAL and in no wise complete either as to 
the number of Rabbis or their affiliations. 
The vast amount of research needed to com- 
pile this list was caused by the DELIB- 
ERATE dropping of the word Rabbi from 
names cited in the various government re- 
ports examined. Almost without exception 
the indexes consulted dropped the Rabbi 
from the name. For accuracy variant 
spellings are included under each name, and 
when a citation is litthe known to the public

Of the 167 Citations only two or three 
are not directly cited as subversive by the 
Attorney General, the Un-American Activi- 
ties Committee, etc. (See Guide to Subver- 
sive Organizations & Publications, 1951, Un- 
American Activities Committee). In the case 
of these two or three citation sources are 
given with the citation. (eg No. 128). 

This list of Rabbis have been identified 
with Communist, Communist-front, Com- 
munist inter-locked or one of the other 
organizations listed and should be convinc- 
ing that Communism is Jewish.
